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DETAILED ACTION 
Current Status of the Application 

1. Applicant's amendment received on August 18, 2003, has been entered. Claims 21 and 22 
have been canceled without prejudice towards further prosecution. Claims 1 8 and 24 have been 
amended. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.G. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 18, 23, 24, and 46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 18, 23, 24, and 46 are rejected over the recitation of the claim language in 
subsection (et) of claim 18, "from the group consisting of (at) and (dt)". The subsections (ct) and 
(dt) have been deleted after the amendment. In absence of a subsection (dt) in the claim, it is not 
clear what is encompassed by the claim. The metes and bounds of the claims are vague and 
indefinite. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 19 and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Amendment 

5. In response to amendment, all previous rejections have been withdrawn. However, new 
112 (second paragraph) rejection has been included. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to all pending claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

7. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP § 706.07(a).
